‘the old power that the apostles 
had; that is what we want, and if 
we have that in our churches, there 
‘will be a new life, Then we will 
have new ministers —the same old 
“Ministers renewed with power; 
filled with the Spirit. I remember 
‘when in Chicago many were toil- 
ing in the work, and it seemed as 
‘though the car of salvation didn’t 
‘Move on, when a minister began 
to cry out from the very depths of 
‘his heart, “Oh, God, put new min- 
isters in every pulpit.” On next 
Monday I head two or three men 
stand up and say, “We had a new 
Minister last Sunday—-the same 
old minister, but he got new pow- 
er,’ and I firmly believe that is 
‘what we want to-day all over 
America. We want new ministers 
in the pulpit and new people in the 

s. We want people quickened 

the Spirit of God, and the Spirit 
coming down and taking possession 
of the children of God and giving 
them power, 

. * * * ” 

Now I think God wants all His 
children to be a sort of artesian 
Well; not to keep pumping, but to 
flow right out. Why, haven’t you 
seen ministers in the pulpit just 
»umping, and pumping and pump- 
ing? I have, many a time, and I 
have had to do it, too. I know how 
‘it is. They stand in the pulpit and 
talk and talk and talk, and the 
‘people go to sleep, they can’t 
arouse them. What is the trouble? 
Why, the living water is not there; 
they are just pumping when there 
is no water in the well. You can’t 
get water out of a dry well; you 
have to get something in the well, 
or you can’t get anything out. I 
have seen these wooden pumps 
where you had to pour water into 
them before you could pump any 
water out, and so it is with a good 
many people; you have to get 
something in them before you can 
get an out. People wonder 
why it is that they have no spirit- 
ual power. They stand up and 
talk in meeting, and don’t say any- 
thing; they say they haven’t any- 
thing to say, and you find it out 
soon enough; they need not state 
it; but they just talk, because they 
feel it is a duty, and say nothing. 

Now I tell you when the Spirit 
of God is on us for service, rest- 
ing upon us, we are anointed, and 
then we can do great things. “I 
will pour water on him that is 
thirsty,” says God. Oh, blessed 
thought — “He that hungers and 
thirsts after righteousness shall be 
filled.”

I would like to see some one just 
full of living water; so full that 
they couldn’t contain it; that they 
would have to go out and publish 
the Gospel of the grace of God. 
When a man gets so full he can’t 
hold any more, then he is ready 
for God’s service. | 

When preaching in Chicago, Dr. 
Gibson remarked in the inquiry 
meeting, “Now, how can we find 
out who is thirsty?” Said he, “I 
was just thinking how we could 
find out. If a boy should come 
down the aisle, bringing a good 
pail of clear water, and a dipper 
we would soon find out who was 
thirsty; we would see thirsty men 
and women reach out for water; 
but if you should walk down the 
aisle with an empty bucket, you 
wouldn’t find it out. People would 
look in and see that there was no 
water, and say nothing.” So said 
he, “I think that is the reason we 
are not more blessed in our min- 
istry; we are carrying around emp- 
ty buckets, and the'people see that 
we have not anything in them, and 
they don’t come forward.” I think 
that there is a good deal of truth 
in that. People see that we are 
carrying around empty buckets, 
and they will not. come to us un- 
til they are filled. They see we 
haven’t any more than they have. 


resting “upon us, and then we will 
have something that gives the vic- 
tory over the world, the flesh, and 
the devil; something that gives 
the victory over our tempers, over 
our conceits, and over every other 
evil, and when we can trample 
these sins under our feet, then 
people will come to us and say, 
“How did you get it? I need this 
power; you have something that 
I haven’t got; I want it.” Oh, may 
God show us this truth. Have we 
been toiling all night? let us throw 
the net on the right side; let us

ask God to forgive our sins, and 
anoint us with power from on high. 
But remember, He is not going to 
give this power to an impatient 
man; He is not going to give it 
to a selfish man; He will never 
give it to an ambitious man whose 
aim is selfish, “till first emptied 
of self; emptied of pride and of 
all worldly thoughts. Let it be 
God’s glory and not our own that 
we seek, and when we get to that 
point, how speedily the Lord will 
bless us for good. Then will the 
measure of our blessing be full. 
Do you know what heaven's mea- 
sure is? Good measure, pressed 
down, shaken together, and run- 
ning over. If we get our hearts 
filled with the Word of God, how is 
Satan going to get in? How is the 
world going to get in, for heaven's 
measure is good measure, full mea 
sure, running over. Have you this 
fullness? If you have not, then 
seek it; say by the grace of God 
you will have it, for it is the Fa- 
ther’s good pleasure to give us 
these things. He wants us to shine 
down in this world; He wants to 
lift us up for His work; He wants 
us to have the power to testify 
for His Son. He has left us in this 
world to testify for Him. What 
did He leave us for? Not to buy 
and sell to get gain, but to glori- 
fy Christ. How are you going to 
do it without the Spirit? That is 
the question. How are you to do 
it without the power of God? 


Why Some Fail 


We read in John 20:22: “And 
when He had said this, He 
breathed on them and said unto 
them, Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” 

Then see Luke 24:49: “And, be- 
hold, I send the promise of my 
Father upon you; but tarry ye in 
in the city of Jerusalem until ye 
be endued with power from on 
high.” 

The first passage tells us He 
had raised those pierced and 
wounded hands over them and 
breathed upon them and said, “Re- 
ceive ye the Holy Ghost.” And 
I haven’t a doubt they received it 
then, but not in such mighty pov! 
er as afterward when quailfied for 
their work. It was not in fullness 
that He gave it to them then, but 
if they had been like a good many 
now, they would have said, “I have 
enough now; I am not going to 
tarry; I am going to work.” 

Some people seem to think they 
are losing time if they wait on God 
for His power, and so away they 
go and work without unction; they 
are working without any anoint- 
ing, they are working without any 
power. But after Jesus had said, 
“Receive ye the Holy Ghost,” and 
had breathed on them, He said: 
“Now you tarry in Jerusalem until 
you be endued with power from on 
high.” Read in Acts 1:8: “But 
ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you.” 

Now, the Spirit had been given 
them certainly or they could not 
have believed, and they could not 
have taken their stand for God 
and gone through what they did, 
and endured the scoffs and frowns 
of their friends, if they had not 
been-converted by the power of the 
Holy Ghost. But now just see 
what Christ said: 

“Ye shall receive power after 
that the Holy Ghost is come unto 
you; and ye shall be witnesses un- 
to me both in Jerusalem and in 
all Judea, and in Samaria, and un- 
to the uttermost parts of the 
earth.” 

Then, the Holy Spirit IN us is 
one thing, and the Holy Spirit ON 
us is another; and if these Chris- 
tians had gone out and went right 
to preaching then and there, with- 
out the power, do you think that 
scene would have taken place on 
the day of Pentecost? Don’t you 
think that Peter would have stood 
up there and beat against the air, 
while these Jews.would have 
gnashed their teeth and mocked 
him? But they tarried in Jerusa- 
‘lem; they waited ten days. What! 
you say. What, the world perish- 
ing and men dying! Shall I wait? 
Do what God tells you. There is 
no use in running before you are 
sent; there is no use in attempt- 
ing to do God’s work without God’s 
power. A man working without 
this unction, a man working with- 
out this anointing, a man working 
without the Holy Ghost upon him 
is losing his time after all. So we 
are not going to lose anything if 
we tarry till we get this power. 
That is the object of true service, 
to wait on God, to tarry until we 
receive this power for witness-

bearing. Then we find that on the 
day of Pentecost, ten days after 
Jesus Christ was glorified, the Ho- 
ly Spirit descended in power Do 
you think that Peter and James 
and John and those apostles doubt- 
ed it from that very hour. They 
never doubted it. Perhaps some 
question the possibility of having 
the power of. God now, and that 
the Holy Spirit never came after- 
ward in similar manifestation, and 
will never come again in such 
power. 


Fresh Supplies 


Turn to Acts 4:31, and you will 

find He came a second time, and 
at a place where they were, so that 
the earth was shaken, and they 
were filled with this power. The 
fact is, we are leaky vessels, and 
we have to keep right under the 
fountain all the time to keep full 
of Christ, and so have a fresh 
supply. 
I believe this is a mistake a 
great many of us are making; we 
are trying to do God’s work with 
the grace God gave us ten years 
ago. We say if it is necessary, 
we will go on with the same grace. 
Now, what we want is a fresh sup- 
ply, a fresh anointing and fresh 
power ,and if we seek it with all 
our hearts, we will obtain it. The 
early converts were taught to look 
for that power. Philip went to Sa- 
maria, and news reached Jerusa- 
lem that there was a great work 
being done in Samaria, and many 
converts; and John and Peter went 
down, and they laid their hands on 
them, and they received the Holy 
Ghost for service. I think that 
is what we Christians ought to be 
looking for—the Spirit of God 
for service — that God may use us 
mightly in the building up of His 
church and hastening His glory. 
In Acts 19 we read of twelve men 
at Ephesus, who, when the inquiry 
was made if they had received the 
Holy Ghost since they believed, 
answered: “We have not so much 
as heard whether there be any 
Holy Ghost.” I venture to say 
there are very many who, if you 
were to ask them, “Have you re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since you be- 
lieved? would reply, “I don’t know 
what you mean by that.” They 
would be like the twelve men down 
at Ephesus, who had never under- 
stood the peculiar relation of the 
Spirit to the sons of God in this 
dispensation. I firmly believe that 
the church has just laid this 
knowledge aside, mislaid it some- 
where, and so Christians are with- 
out power. Sometimes you can 
take one hundred members into 
the church, and they don’t add to 
its power. Now that is all wrong. 
If they were only anointed by the 
Spirit of God, there would be great 
power if one hundred saved ones 
were added to the church. 


Green Fields 
When I was out in California, 


the first time I went down from 
the Sirra etna Beene va — 
dropped into the ey of the - 
ramento, I was surprised to find on 
one farm that everything about it 
was green—all the trees and 
flowers, everything was blooming, 
and everything was green and 
beautiful, and just across the hedge 
everything was dried up, and there 
was not a green thing there, and 
I could not understand it; I made 
inquiries, and I found that the man 
that had. everything green, irri- 
gated; he just poured the water 
right on, and he kept everything 
green, while the fields that were 
next to his were as dry as Gide- 
on’s fleece without a drop of dew; 
and so it is with a great many in 
the church to-day. They are like 
these farms in California—a 
dreary desert, everything parched 
and desolate, and apparently no 
life in them. They can sit next 
to a man who is full of the Spirit 
of God, who is like a green bay 
tree, and who is bringing forth 
fruit, and yet they will not seek 
a similar blessing. Well, why this 
difference? Because God has 
poured water on him that was 
thirsty; that is the difference. One 
has been seeking this anointing, 
and he has received it; and when 
we want this above everything else 
God will surely give it to us. 

The great question before us now 
is, Do we want it? I remember 
when I first went to England and 
gave a Bible reading, I think about 
the first that I gave in that coun- 
try, a great many ministers were 
there, and I didn’t know anything 
about English theclogy ,and I was 
afraid I should run against their 
creeds, and I was a little hamp- 
ered, especially on this very sub- 
ject, about the gift of the Holy 
Spirit for service. I remember 
particularly a Christian minister 
there who had his head bowed on 
his hand, and I thought the good 
man was ashamed of everything I 
was saying, and of course that 
troubled me. At the close of my 
address he took his hat and went 
away, and then I thought, “Well, I 
shall never see him again.’ At the 
next meeting I looked around for 
him and he wasn’t there, and at 
the next meeting I looked again, 
but he was absent; and I thought 
my teaching must have given him 
offense. But a few days after that, 
at a large noon prayer-meeting a 
man stood up and his face shone 
as if he had been up in the moun- 
tain with God, and I looked at him, 
and to my great joy it was this 
brother. He said he was at that 
Bible reading, and he heard there 
was such a thing as having fresh 
power to preach the Gospel; he 
said he made up his mind that if 
that was for him he would have it; 
he said he went home and looked 
to the Master, and that he never 
had such a battle with himself in 
his life. He asked that God would 
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show him the sinfulness of his 
heart. that he knew nothing about, 
and he just cried mightily to God 
that he ht be emptied of him- 
self and filled with the Spirit, and 
he said, “God has answered my 
prayer.” I met him in Edinburgh 
six months from that date, and he 
told me he had preached the Gos- 
pel every night during that time, 
that he had not preached one ser- 
mon, but that some remained 
for conversation, and that he had 
engagements feur months ahead 
to preach the Gospel every night 
in different churches. I think you 
could have fired a cannon ball right 
through his church and not hit 
any one before he got this anoint- 
ing; but it was not thirty days be- 
fore the building was full and 
aisles crowded. He had his bucket 
filled full of fresh water, and the 
people found it out and came 
flocking to him from every quarter. 
I tell you, you can’t get the stream 
higher than the fountain. What 
we need very specially is power. 
There was another man whom I 
have in my mind, and he said, “I 
have heart disease, I can’t preach 
more than once a week,” so he 
had a collegue to preach for him 
and do the visiting. He was an old 
minister, and couldn’t do any visit- 
ing. He had heard of this anoint- 
ing, and he said, “I would like to 
be anointed for my burial. I would 
like before I go hence to have just 
one more privilege to preach the 
Gospel with power.” He prayed 
that God would fill him with the 
Spirit, and I met him not long 
after that, and he said, “I have 
preached on an average eight times 
a week ,and I have had conver- 
sions all along.” The Spirit came 
on him. I don’t believe that man 
broke down at first with hard 
work so much as with using the 
machinery without oil, without lub- 
rication. It is not the hard work 
that breaks down ministers, but it 
is the toil of working without pow- 
er. Oh, that God may anoint his 
people! Not the ministry alone, 
but every disciple. Do not suppose 
pastors are the only laborers need- 
ing it. There is not a mother but 
needs it in her house to regulate 
her family, just as much as the 
minister needs it in the pulpit or 
the Sunday-school teacher needs 
it in his Sunday-school. We all 
need it together, and let us not 
rest day or night until we possess 


it; if that is the uppermost thought’ 


in our hearts, God will give it to 
us if we just hunger and thirst for 
it, and say, “God helping me, I 
will not rest until endued with 
power from on high.”

all peace proposals is that I al- 
ready have peace, I am at peace 
with God, at peace with my con- 
science, and at peace with Dr. Nor- 
ris. I do not have to do anything 
to make peace. 

I ask all who have read the 
copies of my paper to bear witness 
that I have been peaceful all along. 
The following is evident. 


1. I have never told him that, 
“But this I am dead certain of that 
no man will get anywhere in the 
cause of Fundamentalism in the 
North, East, or outside of Texas if 
he fails to have’—my endorse- 
ment. That breach of peace was 
not mine. 

2. I have never attempted to 
block his or anybody’s revival. 

3. I have never tried to split his 
church, as he has tried so hard to 
split mine. 

4. I have never advised people to 
“have neither part nor lot” with 
Dr. Norris. 

5. I have not called Dr. Norris 
any hard names. I never called 
or 
“the snake-poison-oily-crowd,” or 
“a little bunch of nuts.” 

It. appears plainly, then, that I 
already have peace. I have not 
wronged Dr. Norris a particle as 
far as I know. The attack was 
his, not mine. I have not sought 
to wound his feelings, hinder his 
work, divide his church, nor brand 
him as a heretic. 

I call God and the people to wit- 
ness that the controversy was not 
of my making, that I sought peace 
all along and seek it now in any 
way that is honorable and right. 


My Efforts To Have Peace With 
Dr. Norris 


When Dr. Norris wrote me from 
Chicago last September that he ex- 
pected to attack me in his paper 
and over the radio, I wired him 
not to be hasty but wait until we 
could talk matters over, and when 
he returned, I went to Fort Worth 
to see him. I told him that I could 
not change my doctrine nor sur- 
render my independence, but that 
I was his sincere friend and wished 
e. 

When Dr. Norris tried to block 
the Binghamton revival, I wrote 
him and Brother Entzminger three 
letters and one telegram urging 
them to come to Binghamton to 
prove his charges or retract them 
privately and not to start a pub- 
lic fight. They set three dates to 
come, and never came. I never 
withdrew my urgent invitation that 
they come. 

On February 14th, I wrote Dr. 
Norris from Binghamton a very 
kindly letter assuring him that if 
I had wronged him any way in the 
world I would gladly make it right, 
that I could not change doctrine 
when he changed nor surrender my 
independence, but wanted to have 

e. 

Today, March 11, I have written 
him again to the same effect. 

It is obvious that the war is 
not mine and that there is nothing 
left for me to do to make peace. 
I have peace in my heart, peace 
with God, and, as far as lies in me, 
I have peace with Dr. Norris. He 
is the one that does not have peace. 
He doesn’t have peace among the 
brotherhood, he has no peace in 
his own church, and I am persuad- 
ed that he does not have peace in 
his conscience nor peace with God 
on this matter. 


Not Doctrinal 


There is no need for me to 
change my doctrine and discard 
part of the Bible in order to have 
peace, For every doctrine of mine 
that he opposes, I have published 
an exact quotation from his pen, 
teaching the same identical doc- 
trine, whether about the Holy Spir- 
it, about miracles, or about healing. 
And .besides that, I have quoted 
statements from the greatest Fun- 
damentalists, Dr. W. B. Riley, Dr. 
R. A. Torrey, Dr. Charles A. Blan- 
chard, D. L. Moody, Charles H. 
Spurgeon, and many others, show- 
ing that in essentials their posi- 
tion was the same as mine and 
that it was not Pentecostalism nor 
McPhersonism, My position against 
tongues, against the sinless perfec- 
tion doctrine, against women 
preachers against ‘falling from 
race’ is so clear that no intelli- 
gent, well-informed and well-mean- 
ing man can accuse me of Pente- 
costalism.

What Should Dr. Norris Do For 


Peace? 

Since the whole attack is his, 
not mine, what should Dr. Norris 
do to have peace? I mean, what 
should he do so that the confidence 
of the people in him can be re- 
stored, so that sweet fellowship 
among Fundamentalists will reign, 
and so God will be pleased with 
him? I humbly suggest the follow- 
ing: 

(1). First, retract his proud and 
foolish boast that “but this I am 
dead certain of that no man will 
get anywhere in the cause of Fun- 
damentalism in the North, East, 
or outside of Texas if he, fails to 
have the love and confidence of the 
First Baptist Church.” This is an 
exact quotation from his letter to 
me of November 25th, 1935, re- 
peated in another letter in Febru- 
ary this year. Dr. Norris will have 
no peace with leading brethren in 
the North, East, outside of Texas, 
or in Texas as long as he tries 
to make good that boast. It is the 
spirit of Romanism and patterns 
after modernistic, denominational 
bosses. Good men like Dr. W. B. 
Riley of Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
Dr. T. T, Shields of Toronto, Can- 
ada, Dr. Robert T. Ketcham of 
Gary, Indiana, Dr. Harold Strath- 
earn of Rochester, New York, Rev. 
Ford Porter of Princeton, Indiana, 
Dr. Howard Fulton of Chicago, Ill- 
inois, Rev. H. C. Ownbey of Okla- 
homa City, and many others will 
never agree to that statement. It 
is true men are getting somewhere 
in the North, Hast or outside of 
Texas in the cause of Fundamen- 
talism irrespective of the endorse- 
ment of Dr. Norris. 

His statement is untrue and 
should be retracted in the interest 
of peace and righteousness, God 
Can prosper His preachers with- 
out asking the approval of any 
man or church in Fort Worth or 
elsewhere. 

(2). Second, Dr. Norris should 
retract his wicked and wholly un- 
true charges that I am a Pentecos- 
talist. He knows that is untrue 
as he has known it all these years 
I have labored with him. He will 
not have peace as long as he 
trumps up false charges against 
those he cannot control. 

(3). Third, to have peace, Dr. 
Norris should cease his efforts to 
control all the Fundamentalist 
Baptist churches. To get financial 
control of church buildings in or- 
der to coerce the churches (as Dr. 
Norris has done in three cases) to 
get church membership rolls in or- 
der to reach the member over the 
head of the pastor, to actively 
campaign in churches to divide 
them and split them, as Dr. Norris 
has done—these things do not 
make for peace but for trouble. 
They are unbaptistic, they interfere 
with the Holy Spirit’s leadership, 
and dishonor God. 


Brethren, Let us Have Peace 


Brethren, let us have peace. Let 
us love and pray for one another. 
Let us meet on a common ground 
that One is our Master, even 
Christ, and that “we be brethren.” 

I have the sweetest peace in my 
heart that I ever had. The same 
God that answered at Binghamton 
with a wonderful revival, I think 
the greatest I ever saw, the God 
who has preserved my church in 
spite of the bitterest attacks and 
efforts to split it—— that God will 
take care of his own and I can 
safely trust in Him. Whatever He 
does will be right. I trust it will 
also be merciful. And my ministry 
can be left in the hands of God 
just as safely &@s my soul ‘which I 
committed to Him long ago as a 
nine year old boy.
